Among 
them are five members of the gens Grania and three of that of the 
Potw, names not unknown in Puteoli (CIL X, 370; Beloch, Cambp., 
112). 

ο) There are connections with the silva gallinaria, situated north 
of Cumae along the beach (Strabo V, 4, 5; Iuvenal III, 305; Graillot, 
4371f) where the dendrophores could cut the wood. 

d) Waltzing I, 247; II, 356 is of the opinion that the Senate 
referred to is a local one; however, most authors, including Peterson, 
believe that the Senate of Rome had to give its official sanction and 
that the dendrophores were elected by cooptatio.

Cybele seated in a niche. She wears a circular polos, a chiton and 
a himation. The polos is decorated with a little tortoise at the upper 
side and with a bull on the lower side. On each side of the polos 
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there is a hole for attachment (of a crown?) and a standing person 
in conical cap, who holds a lance in his right hand and a shield in 
his left hand (Curetes). The goddess holds a patera in her right hand; 
the left hand (with tympanum ?) is missing; a lion is apparently 
crouching on her lap. Traces of another lion seated at her left-hand 
side are still visible. It seems that two figures were originally on 
each side of the goddess: two lions and two persons, because at her 
right-hand side two feet of a standing person are still intact. 


154. Relief II. 
Rectangular niche (H. 2.15, W. 3.10); one step (H. 0.30) in 
front of it. 


Bernabo Brea, Akvai, 94ff and figs 31-32, Pl. XX, 1-3; Sfameni- 
Gasparro, 269f no 318 and figs 117-121. See Pls LIV-LV. 


In the centre, a standing figure of Cybele with a lion on each side. 
Her left foot is resting on the back of a third lion. She wears a chiton, 
himation and polos, the upper side decorated with a “‘sottile toro." 
The goddess is holding each hand on the head of a person. On the 
right, a standing Hermes in a short chiton and a chlamys, holding 
a caduceus in his left hand; on the left, a person standing cross- 
legged in a short chiton and holding a pedum in the right hand 
(Attis). It seems that he holds a syrinx in his left hand. Next to 
him, a standing woman in a long mantle. It seems that she is 
holding a long torch in her left hand (Hecate). 

The whole scene is flanked by riding Dioscuri, a little niche in 
front of each of them. Several holes (especially in the heads of the 
persons) for attaching decorations such as crowns and bracelets. 


155. . Relief III. 


Bernabó Brea, Akvai, 97f and fig. 33 and Pl. XIX, 3; Sfameni- 
Gasparro, 270 no 319 and figs 122-126. See Pls LVI-LVII. 


Below two larger niches and at the right-hand side of a small 
one there is a wide, deep niche containing the figure of an enthroned 
Cybele wearing chiton and himation. The left, raised arm rests on 
a tympanum. The head is badly damaged. 
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156. Relief IV. 


Bernabó Brea, Akrai, ο8ί and fig. 33 and Pl. XIX,4; Sfameni- 
Gasparro, 271 no 320 and figs 124-126. See Pls LVI-LVII. 


In à large niche Cybele is seated on a low throne. Her face is 
damaged, but the polos and long tresses of hair are clearly dis- 
cernible; she wears a chiton and himation. Above her left arm are 
traces of a tympanum, in her right hand she is holding a patera 
(only half of which is intact). Below her right hand, traces of a lion. 

Behind and on each side of her head is a standing Corybant. 
The right-hand Corybant is holding a shield in his left hand and he 
touches the polos of the goddess with his raised right hand. His 
companion holds a lance in his right hand and his other hand is 
resting on the shield standing on the ground. Both wear a conical 
cap and a short tunica. In the left-hand upper corner of the niche 
is another representation of the enthroned Cybele with little stan- 
ding male figures on both sides. The goddess is apparently holding 
a patera in her right hand. 


157. Relief V. 


Bernabó Brea, Akvai, 99f and fig. 34, Pl. X XI, 1-2; Sfameni-Gasparro, 
2714 no 321 and figs 127-130. See Pl. LVIII. 


The figure seems to have been damaged intentionally. 

Seated Cybele wearing a polos, chiton and himation. On both 
sides, traces of a lion; behind the right-hand lion, the remains of 
the lower part of a standing woman. Flanking Cybele's head, two 
Corybants are represented. The right-hand Corybant seems to 
touch the goddess' polos with his raised right hand; behind him a 
shield is standing on the ground. The left-hand Corybant holds his 
shield in his left hand and probably a lance in his right hand. 


158. Relief VI. 


Bernabó Brea, Akvai, 101, fig. 34 and Pl. XXI, 1-2; Sfameni-Gasparro, 
272 no 322 and figs 127-130. See Pl. LVIII. 


Cybele seated in a niche; the upper part of her body is badly 
damaged. In her right hand she holds a patera; in her left hand a 
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tympanum. Above the niche a sort of window is sculptured in 
relief. 


159. Relief VII. 


Bernabo Brea, ARvai, 101, fig. 34 and Pl. X XI, 1-2; Sfameni-Gasparro, 
272 no 323 and figs 127-130. See Pl. LVIII. 


Large niche with enthroned Cybele who is wearing a polos, chiton 


and himation. She is holding a tympanum in her left hand. On both 
sides a lion. 


160. Relief VIII. 


Bernabo Brea, Arai, torf, fig. 35 and Pl. XXI, 3; Sfameni-Gasparro, 
273 no 324 and figs 131-132. See Pl. LIX. 


Cybele (wearing a polos, chiton and himation) seated on a low 
throne with footstool flanked by two sitting lions. In her left hand 
she holds a large tympanum, which is resting on the throne; it is 
not possible to tell whether the goddess held a fatera. Next to the 
left-hand lion are three standing persons wearing conical caps (one 
of them is not visible on the drawing). 

On each side of Cybele's head, there is a Corybant in a short 
tunica and conical cap. The right-hand Corybant is touching with 
his raised right hand the polos of the goddess and his left hand is 
resting on a large shield. His companion on the other side holds a 
shield in his left hand; his right hand is not holding an object and 
is hanging down. At Cybele's left-hand side and seated on a rock 
is a youth in /unica, shoulder-cape and tiara; he is playing a syrinx 
(Attis or Marsyas). Before him a seated woman with polos, probably 
another representation of the goddess, with, at her right side, a 
little boy standing (probably Attis as a child). 

Cf. the figures of Amphipolis; the sarcophagus CCCA III, no 338 
(with Attis as child next to seated Cybele). See also no 118. 


161. Relief ΙΧ. 


Bernabo Brea, Akvai, 103ff, figs 36-37 and Pl. XXII, 1-2; Sfameni- 
Gasparro, 274 no 325 and figs 133-136. See Pls LX-LXI. 


In a high niche (H. 1.60) with two holes in the lower sides (serving 
to fasten a wooden construction?) Cybele is seated on a throne 
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with foostool. Polos, hairtresses, chiton and himation. In her right 
hand, resting on the throne, she is holding a patera; in her left hand, 
a tympanum. On both sides a lion. Next to the right-hand lion is a 
standing youth (the head is missing) dressed in a tunica, his right 
hand resting on the animal's back. On the right-hand side of the 
other lion is a woman in long chiton with raised right hand above a 
dog looking up to her. On each side of Cybele's head is a Corybant; 
only the left-hand one has survived intact. 


162. Relief X. 


Bernabo Brea, Akvai, 105 and Pl. XXI, 4; Sfameni-Gasparro, 274f 
no 326 and figs 137-138. See Pl. LXII. 


After a piece of rock (L. 1.75) comes a niche (H. 1.20), in which 
is the indistinct figure of a seated Cybele. Only the lower part of 
the body has survived. 


163. Relief XI. 


Bernabó Brea, Akrai, 105f and fig. 38; Sfameni-Gasparro, 275 no 327 
and figs 139-140. See Pl. LXII. 
After a small niche (H. 0.45), having on each side a small bench, 
comes a large niche with the figure of Cybele seated on a throne, 
holding a tympanum in her left hand. No other figures. Damaged. 


164. Relief XII. 


Bernabo Brea, A kvai, 1061, fig. 39 and Pl. XXII, 5; Sfameni-Gasparro, 
275f no 328 and figs 143-145. See Pl. L XIII. 

Near the centre of the rock in which the preceding eleven reliefs 
are sculptured but on a much lower level (see Pl. LII) there are 
two niches, the one on the left having a unique representation. 
The left part shows a standing youth in a tunica, holding a raised 
flaming torch in his left hand; in his right hand a long flaming 
torch with which he touches the upper side of an altar or base 
standing before him. In the right part there are two standing figures 
flanked by sitting lions. One of the persons is very tall, wears a polos 
and a short tunica, and stretches his right hand towards the lion’s 
head. The other person is much smaller; only the lower part of his 
body with crossed legs has survived. If Cybele and Attis are rep- 
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resented, at least the figure of the goddess is unconventional as she 
does not wear a chiton and himation.

This attribute is missing, but the circular plain 
in the marble indicates its former presence. Her right arm was 
held down against her side, her hand probably resting on her lap. 
She wears an Ionic chiton (which appears only on her right fore- 
arm), a Doric chiton and a himation. The Doric chiton is girded 
high under the breast; the himation was evidently carried over 
the head like a veil. Missing: the head and neck, most of the right 
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arm, the left shoulder and forearm, the right foot, fragment of the 
left foot, the back part of the figure, the attributes, and the seat. 

The head and neck were made separately and inserted into a 
rounded cavity at the top of the body, which was also made in at 
least two pieces. The tympanum on which the left arm rested was 
also made separately and attached by means of a dowel. There are 
two large square dowel-holes in the back, one in the upper part, 
the other in the lower one. In the drapery on the side of the left 
leg, near the junction with the rear block are three small holes for 
metal pins by means of which some objects were attached here. In 
the front between the knees is a rectangular cavity (L. 0.59) in 
which a piece of marble was cemented, probably to repair damage. 

Date: it may be a work of the Hellenistic period; in a later period 
it constitutes a gift from a Roman emperor, offered to the town 
of Amiternum.

The gilt cover shows in its centre a representation of Cybele and 
Attis riding in α quadriga drawn by four fierce lions which are 
running towards the right. The car has the form of a large and 
wide high-backed throne; inside the goddess is seated on the right- 
hand side of Attis. She is wearing a mural crown, a velum, chiton, 
himation, and sandals. With her left hand she touches the veil; 
she holds a long and thin staff in her right hand and her right arm 
is resting on a tympanum. Attis and the goddess are facing each 
other. The youthful shepherd wears a Phrygian cap, a tunica 
manicata and a shoulder-cape. He is holding in his right hand a 
syrinx and in his left hand, resting on his knee, a long pedum. The 
wheel of the chariot has eight spokes and the right-hand side of 
the quadriga is adorned with the figure of a winged Victoria. Three 
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Curetes who are dancing wildly around the car, are beating their 
shields with their daggers. They wear helmets decorated with stars, 
tunics and laced boots; the shields of both Curetes behind the 
chariot and in the centre are likewise decorated with stars. On the 
right-hand side and at a somewhat higher level emerges the naked 
upper part of the body of Atlas whose raised hands support an 
elliptical ring on which six signs of the zodiac are visible (from the 
top downwards: Ram-Bull-Twins-Cancer-Lion-Virgin). In the ring 

a youth is standing; only the lower part of his body is covered by a 

mantle; he holds in his left hand a long staff, with his raised right 

hand he holds the ring between the signs of the Ram and the Bull. 

Next to Atlas and standing on a three-stepped base is a betyle 

entwined by a snake. 

The upper part of the monument shows the ascending chariot of 
Sol and the descending chariot of Luna, preceded by the winged 
figures of Phosphorus and Hesperus respectively, holding a flaming 
torch. Both cars have eight-spoked wheels; the quadriga of Sol 
(left) is drawn by four horses; the b/ga of Luna by two bulls. Sol 
wears a radiate crown, girt chiton and flying shoulder-cape; he is 
holding a globe in his left hand and his right hand is raised. Luna 
has a crescent on her front and her flying cloak is decorated with 
stars. 

On the lower part of the cover are, under the four lions, four 
tiny figures representing the seasons; from left to right: 

a) A dancing nude child with a bunch of corn-ears on the left 
shoulder, holding a sickle in the right hand (Summer); 

b) A child standing cross-legged, wearing only a shoulder-cape and 
holding a bunch of grapes in its raised right hand (Autumn); 

c) A standing child wearing a tunic, with both hands holding a 
lamb which he carries on his shoulders (Spring); 

d) A woman walking towards the right; she is wearing a long veil 
and mantle, in the folds of which she is holding two sitting 
ducks; she holds a branch of an olive tree under her right arm 
(Winter). 

Between these four figures plants have been incised and below 
them, emerging from the water containing numerous fishes, are the 
busts of Oceanus and a Nereid. Both are nude and have horns in 
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the form of lobster's pincers in their hair; they each hold one 
hand raised and Oceanus is also holding an oar in his left hand. 

On the left-hand side of this group are two reclining women, 
both holding a reed-branch in their left hands. One of them is 
resting with her left arm on a water vessel (Nymphs of the river 
waters); the other female in the background wears a diadem and 
a collar. 

On the right-hand side, however, Tellus, who is also only partly 
covered with a mantle, is reclining and resting her arms on a large 
cornucopia. The horn is full of fruit and includes especially a bunch 
of grapes towards which a large snake is coiling upwards. On the 
fruit and next to Tellus is seated a nude child; they are lifting up 
their right index-fingers. Finally, below Atlas, a cricket and a 
lizard are represented. 

The reverse of the cover has a smooth surface. 

Date: second century A.D., but other archaeologists date in 
the fourth century. Albizzati is of the opinion that the monument 
was used as a dish in sacred meals of {ίασης for Cybele. But for 
various reasons, this is unlikely.
